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Tue breech-loading 12-inch mortar built by the 
South Boston Iron Works has been received at 
Sandy Hook, and as soon as mounted will be sub- 
jected to a thorough test. 








Caprain J. G. D. Knieut, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S. A., read a paper entitled ‘* The Attack and 
Defence of Modern Fortifications, and the latest 
Experience and Principles in Modern Sieges,” be- 
fore the Military Service Institution, at Governor’s 
Island on Thursday. There was a good attendance, 
and the author Cid full justice to his subject. 








Mr. R. B. Forses furnishes us this week with 
some interesting suggestions on the subject of life 
boats for the Navy, in which he has no faith. He 
describes a surf boat which he thinks would in the 
longrun, at sea and in harbors, save more lives 
with less work than the same number of life boats 
and at much less expense. It appears that experi- 
ence has led the Massachusetts Humane Society to 
discard the life boat altogether.

WE publish this week an order recently issued 
by General Wesley Merritt, commanding tbe De- 
partment of the Missouri, which will commend 
itself to all who have the professional interests of 
the Army at heart. Briefly, General Merritt in- 
sists ‘‘that as arule there is too much labor and 
fatigue duty required of the troops,” and urges 
tbat ‘* the soldiers be made what it is intended by 
the Government they should be, and it is the duty 
of the Government to make them comfortab’e.” 
More attention is now paid than heretofore at our 
garrisoned posts to strictly professional duties, but 
still there is room for improvement in that respect, 
and commanders of all grades should see to it that 
nothing is left undone on the part of the head 
instructors ot the Army—the commissioned officers— 
to make their men soldiers in the true sense of the 
word. The soldier’s day is not a long one and no 
minute of it should be wasted. 








Wits the addition of a half dozen or so more 
Paymasters the Paymaster General is of opinion 
that the entire Army can be paid monthly. In his 
forthcoming annual report he will recommend an 
increase in the number of Majors for this purpose. 
We understand that an attempt will also be made 
to have regimental quartermasters made bonded 
officers, so that they can assist in paying the troops 
in the event of Congress refusing to increase the 
number of paymasvers. The system of monthly 
payments seems to be approving itself to the general 
judgment, and it is possikle that by another winter 
it will become of universal application. Officers 
stationed at the posts where it has been introduced 
speak in glowing terms of the results, though some 
of the paymasters at Washington still insist that 
an increase of desertions and courts-martial cases 
will follow. The change has been’ received with the 
greatest satisfaction by the enlisted men, and re- 
quests are constantly being received for an exten- 
sion of the system. 


THE present Quartermaster-General of the Army 
has given much attention to improving the clothing 
of the enlisted men, and there is now no better clad 
soldier in the world than the American soldier. 
But it would seem from a recent report by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel E. P. Vollum, Surgeon, U. 8. A., Med- 
ical Director of the Department of Texas, that the 
clothing is not so well adapted to the climate of some 
sections as it might be. Colonel Vollum says: 
‘*The Army on this tropical border, where it has 
been for nearly fifty years, is like the English were 
when they first went into India, where, for some 
years, they stuck obstinately to their home thick 
woolen uniform, and sweltered iu it for regulations 
sake, but in less time than we have been subjected 
to as trying a climate as that of India, they gradu- 
ally imitated, one thing after another, that the 
natives had adopted as suitable to the climate, until 
finally they came to a manner of living, as to cloth- 
ing, food, and architecture, essentially like the 
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people among whom they were serying, who had, 
for generations, adopted the suggestions of the 
climate in these matters. Let us do likewise.” We 
trust General Holabird may find it practicable to 
give consideration to this important matter before 
long. 








OnE of the recently published letters of Napoleon 
I. contains a sentiment which is not inapplicable to 
the case of the dynamite bomb throwers of Chicago 
It was addressed to his brother Joseph, in January, 
1809, and is as follows: ‘‘I am not pleased with the 
Madrid police. Belliard is very weak. With the 
Spaniards you must be severe. I have had fifteen | 
of the worst arrested and shot here. Have thirty 
arrested at Madrid. When I left an investigation 
was going on, and they were on the point of being 
seized. When treated with mildness this canaille 
deems itself invulnerable. When a few are shot it 
begins to grow disgusted with the game and becomes 
submissive and humble, as it should be.” Such 
sympathy as Stepniak and his school succeeded in 
awakening in this country is fast disappearing be 
fore the logic of facts which our own experience is 
bringing home to us. The recent speeches of this 
class of Russian Nihilists, at a meeting held in Lon- 
don to sympathize with the condemned dynamiters 
of Chicago, have had a decided effect in lessening 
the hold of the Russian exiles upon American sym- 
pathy. They have shown a malignant hatred of au- 
thority as authority, and a capacity for either mali- 
cious misrepresentation or ignorant misconception 
concerning American affairs which brings into 
doubt their statement concerning matters nearer 
home. Men who will talk so recklessly as the 
speakers at the London meeting did concerning 
matters they do not understand, and do not even 
attempt to study, bring not only themselves into 
discredit but any cause they advocate. 





THE position of the German soldier is contrasted 
with that of the British soldier by a writer in Black- 
wood’s Magazine, who says: ‘*‘ The position of the 
German peasant soldier may bring with it certain 
inconveniences to which his friends in civil life are 
not exposed, but for these compensation is made by 
the respect in which he is everywhere held, and the 
privileges which his uniform commands for him.” 
On the contrary, in England no matter what the im- 
mediate motive of enlistment, whether a momentary 
caprice or some less creditable cause, the act itself is 
looked upon in his own circle as a degradation. The 
boy’s parents still, it is believed, regard their sol- 
dier son as a lost creature, and for awhile at least 
are ashamed of him when he comes home on fur- 
lough, even if the breast of his tunic be adorned 
with a medal. It is not very long ago since a non- 
commissioned officer in the Household Cavalry, who 
presumed to enter the coffee room of a Windsor 
hotel wearing the uniform of his regiment, was or- 
dered by the innkeeper to withdraw, his presence 
being distasteful to the travelling bagmen by whom 
the house was chiefly frequented. And simultane 
ously a private in the Foot Guards was told at the 
door of the National Gallery that admission to such 
places as that ‘was not for the likes of he.’ The au- 
thor thinks a change for the better is beginning to 
manifest itself, but asks : ‘‘ How long will it be before 
the voluntarily enlisted man shall hold his head as 
high as the conscript, who whether he hail from the 
cottage, or the shop, or the mansion of a Von, is 
treated wherever he goes as ove of the élite of

RECENT DEATHS. 

Carrarn Herman Biaes, U. 8. A., retired, who 
died at Hammondton, N. J., Oot. 11, was born in 
New York, entered the Military Academy in 1851, 
was graduated in 1856, and promoted to the Ist U. 3. 
lnfantry. In 1861 he was transferred to the staff as 
Assistant Quartermaster with the rank of Captain, 
and from July 23, 1862, to August, 1864, held the posi- 
tion of Corps Quartermaster with rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel of Volunteers, and of Colonel of Volun- 
teers from August, 1864, to October, 1865. He1e- 
ceived the brevets of Major, Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Colonel in the Regular Army, and of Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers for his faithful aod meritori- 
ous services. He resigned October 9, 1865, but under 
the Act of January 18, 1883, was restored to the 
Army with rank of Captain on the retired list Feb. 
5, 1883. The funeral took place at Hammonton, 
Oct. 14, and a despatch from there says: “It was 
hardly known to the outside community that he 
was ailing. He remarked once when walking with 
a visitor and when giving signs of feebleness in bis 
walk: ‘A Gatling gun passed over my left brenst 
and that has made me remember it.’ His death re- 
sulted from blood polsoniug, the effect of an abscess 
in the right hand. He was noted for his kiudness 
and charity.”

GENERAL JUDSON KILPATRICK. 

Tae rema'ns of Gen. Kilpatrick, which arrived in 
New York last week, lay in state in the Citv Hal] un- 
til Tuesday when ed were taken to West Pointand 
interred in the Military Cemetery there with “ue 
honors. The Grand Army of the Republic and other 
military organizations. were present and attested 
their respect for the memory of the gallant Kilipat- 
trick. The Times, in its account of the ceremonies 
at West Point, says: “Around the bed of evergreens 
that lined his grave were bent in tender reverence 
the heads of cit'zen warriors who bad shared the 
little cavalryman’s perils. Sherman was there, aod 
Alger, Sewell, Davies, Duryee, Hammond, and 
piocum, Silvered veterans who bore the musket, 
with badges uf bronze and mbtou pinned to their 

breasts, stood in a picturesque mass, spread- 
ng back to the outlying road and paths and nearly 
cireling the grave. Their flags were furled, their 
banners draped. Only Kilpatrick’s satin streamers 
thuttered free in the light es if bearing to the 
living a message from the d , that’ Kilpatrick's 
Cavalry’ and ‘ Alice’—the words wecribed on the 
powder-stained talismans—must be watchwords 
still. Bavk of the grave, wholly apart from re- 
minders of the precious it, steod the hope of the 
ising future—the West Point. cadets under 
Jol. Hasbrouck, a classmate of the dead. The Rev. 
Wm. A. Bronson, Chaplain of the Department of 
New Jersey, read a prayer from the Gracvd Army 
ritual, and Father Burke, the village priest, recited 
the offices for the dead. This over and tke coffin 
lowered, the battalion fired three volleys over the 
grave and there was a final blast from the cannon 
on the plain. The hillsrepeated the farewell. Only 
the wail of the bugler was to come summoning the 
dead to final rest.’’ 

Gen. Kilpatrick has been dead nearly six years. 
He died Dec, 2, 1881, at Santiago, Chili, aged forty- 
five. Mrs. Kilpatrick has issued a card of thanks to 
the various individuals and organizations which 
have assisted her in carrying out the pious duty of 
fulfilling tae dyiug request of her husband that his 
remains might be brought home and 1oterred in the 
cemetery at West Point. 








RECRUITING AT PORTLAND, ME. 


Tue Portland Press of Oct. 13 gives an interesting 
account as to how ym Bey progressing in that 
city under Lieut. C. C. Cusick, 22d U. s. lot., Re- 
cruiting Officer. One candidate is thus described: 
‘He was a spare countryman, dressed in homespun 
or something very much like it,and wore beavy 
cowhides, the legs of which were about as long as 
his own legs. He looked dusty and tired, but in bis 
eyes was the light of triumph tbat comes ooly when 
a goal is reached. ‘Where did you come from?’ 
was the first question asked. *A hundred miles out 
of Northern Maine.’ ‘How?’ ‘On my feet.’ ‘ What, 
and lugged those boots?’ ‘ Yes sir-v-e.’ * Haw much 
do you weigh without your boo's?’ ‘A hundred 
and thirty-five when I started.’ ‘That will let you 
into the Army if you weigh that now; step on to 
those seales.’ The fellow pulled off bis boots and 
stepped on to the scales. He tipped them at one 
hundred and twenty-six, just under the weight that 
Uncle Sam wanted for a man of his height. The 
blue-coated soldier broke the news to bim as gently 
as he could; but the iron entered the recruit’s soul. 
*Gosh!l’ he cried, ‘in coming that hundred miles 
have I walked off ten pounds, just flesh euough to 
have let mein? It must have been those boots that 
did it. PU throw them away and fat up; will you 
take me then?’ ‘ We willtake you whenever you 
get big enough.” : 

The thorough pbysical examination given all 
applicants for enlistment is then described, and the 
article concludes by saying: *‘A detachment of re- 
cruits left fur David's Island. They are natives of 
the State of Maine, and mostly Americans, and come 
from the country regivns. Ia the judgment of 
Lieut. Cusick they are some of the best men sent 
into the Army from any recruiting station of which 
he bas had eaperience. Physically they are finer 
specimens of manhood than the Cnited Stites Army 
usually gets; and the same may be. said of them 
intellectually. Tbe appearance of the Maine militia 
regimens that paraded in Portland before going to 
Philadelphia awoke the officers of the recruiting 
station to the material there is in Maine. For uni- 
formity of size, excellence of physical development 
apd general bearing the men were individually

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THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


GENERAL A. W. GREELY, U.S. A., has submitted his 
first annual report. In it he invites attention to the 
condition of the military signalling system, and says 
that for several years there was not even a division 
of military signalling in the office of the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer, and it is only within the past eighteen 
months that the slight and perfunctory atiten- 
tion paid to this branch of the service bas been rec- 
tified. He expresses regret that the ficld telegraph 
train of the Signal Corps is practically the same 
now as that used nearlya we of a century since, 
He says: “That careful and liberal attention 
paid to the he er military functions of a signal 
corps, particularly with reference to means of elec- 
trical communication in the tield, affords substantial 
advantages in case of war, is patent to foreign gore 
ernments, although our own appears to believe that 
on this score the future can be abundantly provided 
for by extemporized makeshifts. In these days of 
rapid military movements the great value of sure, 
speedy, and secret methods of communication be- 
tween co-operating forces cannot be questioned, 
and it should be equally obvious that the personnel 
of an efficient military signalling establishment 
should be possessed of a bigh degree of technical 
skill, which is essentially necessary to insure that 
extended use of electrical communication so essen- 
tial between the various commanders of columns 
and lines of campaigning troops. Despite the ad- 
visability of experiments and improvements for 
such active service, the Chief Signal Officer regrets 
to say that the field telegraph train of the Signal 
Corps is practically the same now as that used nearly 
a quarter of a cectury since.”’ 

The system of visual signalling also remais the 
same, with reference to flags and torches, as in war 
time. Efforts are being made, with gradual suc- 
cess, to simplify the models of the old and cumber- 
some flag kits and to replace the torches by a more 
satisfactory and economical element. The office has 
under consideration a signal lantern, for night sig- 
nalling, that is expected to serve for greater ranges 
than bave before been mble, in which a very 
brilliant light is obtained by projecting aspray of 
oil through a spirit flame. no improvement in the 
heliograph, the use of which is rapidly growing at our 
frontier posts, is under consiteration. The field glass 
and telescope in use iu tvis Service, while well suited 
for each of their special work, do not, in either case, 
prove satisfactory for general use. To avoid bur- 
deninug an officer with two glasses, this Bureau looks 
to finally equipping selected}parts of the Army with 
binocular telescopes. The question of ballooning 
has received no attention from the Service beyond 
the compiling of information for use in case of need. 

It is intended to make careful experiments during 
the coming year with homing pigeons, and experi- 
ments will be made from Key West toward Cuba, 
with the expectation, based upon the opinion of 
experts, that by training these birds in flights from 
seaward, a United States squadron in the vicinity ef 
Havana might be enabled to communicate rapidly 
aud certainl7 with the naval station at Key West. 
If such flight is possible from Cuba, it could be 
eventually extended to the Windward Islands, even 
to Nassau. Reference is made to the good results 
attending the use of expert sigoal men in Geueral 
Miles’s campaign, aud the case is used as an illus 
tration of the necessity for special training and drill 
to procure officers and men whose services can be 
relied upon ia the field. The number of officers un- 
der instruction in military signalling during the year 
has varied monthly, at military posts, from 14 to 51, 
and of enlisted men from 433 to 686. 

In to instructions in {signalling the report 
says: 

Tt upoears evident from the record of this and past years 
that, iustead of the Army being properly und efficiently 
drilled ‘in military signaling, there is not an average of an 
officer to a regiment who is competent to transmit signals— 
by sun, flag and torch—day and night, except those who 
have through a regular course of instruction fn di- 
rect conuection with this office. The Chief Signai Officer 
hazards nothing in saying that this condition of affairs— 
where a lack of sufficient training skill io most instruc- 
tors is supplemented by an evident want of interest in the 
Army at large— must result in the constant deterioration of 
the efficiency of instruction in military signalling through- 
outthe Army. The ouly remedy for this is to be found in 
the detail of an officer of the Signal Corps with a small num- 
ber (say four or six) of men, as instructor at the great 
sehools of the Arwy, at Fort Leavenworth, Fort Monroe, 
and Fort Riley. One officer. of: the Signal Corps would be 
sufficient to give this instruction, a3 be could be quarter:d 
at the school where the largest pumber of officers were sta- 
tioned, and could perform his duties of instruction at the 
Other schools at such periods of the yearjas would least inter- 
tere with speeial studies. [In order that the efficiency of 
officers at large should be tested from time to time, an offi- 
cer of the Signal Corps should be detatled to visit the larger 
posts of the Army ‘or tbe purpose of laspection and exami 
nation, as to the cundition and. efficiency of military sig- 
nalling. A few years since the Signat Corps of our 15* 
was the most efficient in the world, but now, while foreign 
governments, im with the importance of such ser- 
vice, increase and improve means of signalling, the United 
States diminishes and negiects it. In nearly one-quarter of 
the regiments of the Army no instruction 3 taken place, 
aad in one-half practically none. 


General Greely gives some valuable information 
and suggestions under the heal of * Weather pre- 
diction,’ “ Storm i, jg and “Foreign weather 
sérvice,” and concludes with a plea for a regular or- 
ganization of the corps, pointing out the faults of 
the existing service, and ougeusting an organization 
comprising, besides the Chief Signal Officer, one 
major, six captains, six lst lieutenants, two profes- 
sors and two junior brptesors. 

He says: “A detail of six lieutenants selected 
from officers who have served two years in the line 
of the Arm =e — naw rhe + — which the 
corps cou @ properly recrui uture com-~ 
petitive examinations. The — organization 
would leave the regular corps with fourteen officers 
against sixteen at present and at practically the 
same expense. | No vfficer should be promoted in 
thw. corps without examination under conditions 
similar to those in force regarding the Uorps 
of Engineers, and the Ordugnce and Medical de- 
partments.”

MILITARY AND NAVAL MANCEUVRES AT 
NEWPORT. 


In the JouRNAL of last week appeared the plan of 
attack for the assaulting forces in the sham battle of 
‘rhursday, Oct. 13,at Newport, R. 1. The defensive 
| ag a taken wasin many respects a strong one. 

he line ran across the island from the quarry which 
marked the site to the sentry box near the water's 
edge on the extreme left. The highest ground was 
in the centre at the foot of the reservoir. Upon this 
hill were placed two 3-inch rifle guns, or, rather, 
howitzers. From this hill the ground sloped —— 
to a road eut atthe foot of the quarry. Upon this 
slope and a little in advance of the hill was an 
orchard well covered with sturdy apple trees capa- 
ble of affording excellent cover and enclosed by 
stone walis. The quarry formed an almost impreg- 
nable flank, being cut away on the side toward the 
attack so steeply that a man unencumbered with 
weapons would bave considerable difticulty io climb- 
ing it, while at the top of this slope was a rocky 
ledge about breast bigh which would give p rotec- 
tion from fire to men hugging the [foot of the ledge; 
but all the experience of our war and of the Russian 
war of 1877 teaches that the comparatively few men 
who survive to such a point as this never get fur- 
ther, but are practically neutralized as far as that 
assault goes. The temporary shelter is fatal to suc- 
cess, where otherwise desperation might keep them 


going. 
On the left of the hill the ground sloped very 
ently to the sentry box overlooking the water. 
‘ne line at this point was bent sharply back, form- 
ing almostaright angle with tae line along the 
orchard. After running back for some 300 yards it 
forwed an obtuse angle of about 100 deg., continu- 
ing to the sentry box. The effect was to make the 
bill and orchard almost a bastion on the left of the 
centre. On the right the line of the orcbard ran 
forward to the quarry, thus giving the gun at that 

oint a very effective flanking fire over the slope in 

ront of the orchard. Towards the point of landing 
the ground sloped moderately, and was cut up by 
many stone walls. The weak point was the left 
flank, from the fact that the attuck controlled the 
whole water front, and that a steep shelf along the 
shore enabled men and guns to be landed quite near 
to this flank with little loss. The rovky and broken 
ground along this shore was also objectionable, 
affordivg as it did good cover for marksmen, who 
would endeavor to creep up upon the gun. The line 
of retreat was also objectionable, being a single 
causeway, although to offset that the opposite shore 
was supposed to be strongly held with guns and re- 
inforcements. The uttack, which was for the con- 
venience of the umpires divided into seven stages, 
was in a general way to be as follows: 

1. To engage the enemy’s attention along the line, 
to enable the Gatling guns to be placed in position 
on the edge of the natural shelf along shore, the 
earth being thrown up sufficiently to form plat- 
forms. At the same time theskirmishers of the right 
wivg (marines) were to push along the shore among 
the rocks to reach, if possible, a position from which 
they could take in flank the stone wall in front of 
the orcbard and the hill. 

2. A hot fire to be kept up by the centre and the 
reserve upon the hill where the enemy’s two rifle 
guus were stationed. At the same time the left 
wing engaging the enemy’s right on the quarry. 

8. As the fire will cause the withdrawal of the 
guns behind the crest an opportunity will be given 
to place two rifle guns upon a knoll to the left of 
where tie Gatlings are working and nearly opposite 
the centre of the defence. One of the Gatiings keeps 
firing at the hill to prevent their bringing back the 
guns, while auother is directed upon the stone walls 
to prevent the skirmishers from showing themselves 
and the other two are turned upon the quarry, to- 
gether with the fire of the infantry of the left wing. 

. Having by this fire silenced the howitzer and 
cleared the wall on the left the mariues will be able 
to get far enough along the shore to flank the com- 
pany which holds the stone wall which is a continu- 
ation of the orchard wall. This is an exceptionally 
strong position because it has a heavy bank of earth 
thrown up in front of it, which makes it tenable un- 
der the fire of field guns; whereas the other walls 
will, of course, have to be avoided the moment that 
artillery can be brought to bear upon them. 

5. The right wing of the attack (sailors) follow up 
the advance of the marines, and the eneuty finding 
their flank so strongly threatened are compelled to 
abandon the hill, withdrawiag their infantry into 
the orchard while the guns are seut down to the 
causeway. 

6. The defence finding their position untenable be- 
gin to withdraw all their forces, sending two guns 
across the causeway and placing one in battery upon 
the vauseway to cover the retreat. 

7. The entire line of the attack moves up, occupies 
the crest lately vacuted and attempts to cut off the 
rear of the retreat, but leaving the cover of the stone 
walls and coming upou the reverse slope of the hill 
and reservoit are s0 warmly received by :he guns 
and infantry on the Newport shore that they fall 
back and entrench their position against an attack 
from the city. 

Such was the scheme summed up in general terms 
and it bas much to commend it to the military 
critic. It will be observed that there is absolutely 
no concession to the spectacular element, but on the 
coutrary it is almost bald in itsintense practical con- 
servatism. There are uo bayonet charges to thrill the 
audience and tempt the men into real earnest blows, 
not evea a general charge in line, but prosaic and 
possible work, with as little exposure tu avuidable 
loss as may well be. . 

This = nt cannot be too vigorously iusisted 
upon. If theseaffairs are to have any value they 
must err, if at all, on the side of the safe and the prac- 
ticable. Men must be constantly reminded that they 
cangpot do thisand they mustdo that, otherwise, the 
elemeyt of auger being gbsent, they will forth qu 

ously unlike real war that these manc-

uvres will give them a false confidence which mvy 
have to be dissipated by bloody experience. The

at all realistic, Tae 
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and at a leisurely gait, taking very little account of 
the conformation of the ground. The causes were 
their want of familiarity with this drill. for in 
the absence of danger much cau be effected by offi- 
cers insisting that tiie theory of war shall never be 
out of sight for ene moment and their laudable de- 
sire to complete each stage of the proceediogs in 
time for the next. The management of the signal 
established by the umpire to mark the comple- 
tion of each step, bad something to do with this, 
Naturally they would wait to hear from each com- 
mander of troops in their part of the field that his 
work for that figure was aone and inevitably the 
tendeney of this was to make each commander feel 
as if he were delaying the programme. The whole 
signal business was fauity and must be revised. The 
signals were not visible io all parts of the field and 
ip some cases undoubtedly tended to confusion. 

Probably a high pole in the centre of the field, 
with numbers ruv up as they do on the race course, 
will be the best method. 

The skirmishing of the marines was exceptionally 
good, asis always the work done by this most un- 
obtrusive but most admurable and efficient organ- 
ization. Old soldiers on the ground enthused over 
the way their marksmen crept along the rocks upon 
the gun. The landing was also admirable, having 
the realistic elemeot eveu tothe point uf dauger, 
which was lacking to the rest of the affair. 1t was 
ha:f a gale on aleeshore. Naval critics attributed 
much of the success of this operation to the know- 
ledge and amility of the Beach Master, Lieut. Cal- 
houo, The fire was not nearly as rapid or vigorous 
as it should have been, due to the jamming of all the 
Gatiings early in the fight. Tbe blank cartridges do 
not seem to have the weight aecessary to make them 
feed with the necessary rapidity. Many of the 
mmuskets were temporarily disabled by the h2adless 
shells left in the chamber. This will always happen 
when the ammunition is old and poor; the extractor 
instead of throwing out the shell will tear the head 
off and leave the hollow sase in. The wounded 
marine was undoubtedly hurt in this way; a defec- 
tive cartridge had left a piece of the copper cave in 
the bore, which the next charge carried with it, in- 
flicting a deep, ugly cut. Toward the end of the 
affair the men got alittle out of band and the ad- 
vance made a rush toward the causeway without 
any command, which would in reality bare entailed 
disaster, but as a first attempt the men showed ex- 
cellent discivline. The most improving thing im- 
aginable would have been to treat this affair as a 
dress rehearsal and repeat it in a day or two ——— 
without any audience, and profiting by the lessons 
and errors of the 13th. 

Let us hope that this is only the beginning and 
that autumn manceuvrse have come to stay. The 
great thing is to expand them so asto take in the 
Army and theState organizations. With the co-oper- 
ation of the well drillei and efficient regiments that 
can be found in our large seaboard cities, it should 
be possible to have them on a scale —— large 
to work out some problems not roerely of tactics, 
but of stra‘egy. Butin the meantime the study of 
tactics cannot be overdone. Tbe great trouble now 
is that we have to take upso much time with the 
—— work that we have little time for the 

igher grades, or else we rush into them constantly 
hampered by shortcomings and inadequacies in 
the rudiments.

These squatter men go and live among the In- 
diana, — Indian wiyes, and become like 
the Indians in many respects. By their superior 
knowledge they are able to become rch, and many 
of them acquire great influence. It is they who 
make more trouble than anybody else. The Indians 
Would be easily managed if let alone by these men. 
I will say that some of these men use thefr influence 
for the good of the Indians, but as a rule they are 

real source of all the trouble.”

BOATS FOR VESSELS OF WAR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Mucs has been said, and much written of late, on 
the subject of boats for vessels of war, and much 
eee may be written before [ can be brought to be- 
ieve that a life boat deserving the name, can be 
made useful as a suitable boat for general use in war 
—_ A lite boat must be difficult to capsize, easy 
* right, and capable of freeing herself of water. 

hese indispensable qualities cannot be attained 
2 great weight and great expense, while a 
single life boat may be kept for certain emergencies; 

adopt them generally would be mere folly. 
uring an experience of more than thirty years, as 
rman of the standing committee of the Humane 
—* ety of Massachusetts, I have had much to do 
th what are called life boats, and baving bad 
— intercourse with hardy sea coast men who 
= their lives in saving their fellow men, I have 
—** Done of these willing to go through a surf in

The most 22 
in use on the shores of Massachusetts are 





similar tu those in use for seining from the rough 
shvres and from fishing vessels; they are not pro- 
vided with air tanks or any fixtures to serve togive 
extra buoyancy, they are mere shells, with ends 
nearly alike, as,in the whale boat, but are of 
greater capacity; not so fast as the whale boat, 
but on the whole more worthy of being called 
safe sea boats. Boats similiar to these are 
better for ship boats than any other; but 
vessels of war must have launches aud cutters 
capable of carrying howitzers, and of carrying 
out light anchors und bawsers—the life boat cau- 
not do this; there is, therefore, not room enough 
to carry more than two cutters and a steam launch; 
these are pot well aaupted to be lowered in emer- 
gencies in rough waters. In asteam frigate sucb as 
the Hartford there is.room enough for four surf 
boats, about 25 feet long, and wide enough to pull 
six double bank oars; they should have air tight 
cases in the ends, so that if stoven they cannot be 
wholly submerged. 

The boats usually furnished to vessels of war have 
straight stern posts, as a rule, and steer by rudders. 
Every boat to be used in surf; or in any rough 
water, should be steered like a whale boat, bya long 
oar. 

Tam firmly of opinion that 100 surf boats, such as 
I have indicated, would, iu the long run, at sea and 
on beaches, save more lives with less risk thao the 
same number of life boats, and at much less ex- 
pense.

Dept. of Artzona.—Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles. 


A Los Angeles despatch says: ‘“‘In reference to a 
recent letter of Gen. Miles rs, the proposed 
removal of the Apaches to Verde, Lieut. Dapray, 
A. D. C., makes the following statement: The letter 
in question was not written to Gen. Howard, al- 
though it was made so to read when add to 
the editor of a paper in Prescott, Arizona, and was 
purely a personal communication, and in no sense 
official. A local paper was allowed to take a copy. of 
the letter as throwing some light on the Indian 

uestion, and tbe next thing it appeared in a San 

neisco daily as a letter add to Gen. How- 
ard. Lieut. Dapray further added that the letter as 
published, besides ring a wrong address, has been 
grossly garbled—sentences or parts of sentences be- 
ing omitted, and in some cases even words being 
substituted that were not in the origiual.” 

A despatch from Tucson nee “The U. 8S. Grand 
Jury wade their final report Oct. 15, aud were dis- 
charged. They found 14 indictments, 9 of which 
were against Apache Indians for the killing of Mike 
Grace, above Crittenden, in May last. An indict- 
ment has also been found against Geronimo for the 
killing done by bim in the Sonita Valley on June 15, 
1877, when he and hie band killed two citizens of the 
valley.” This hasled some to suppose that Geroni- 
mo, bow in confinement at Fort Pickens, Fla., wil 
be surrenderea to the civil authorities for trial. 
Such will not be the case, us he and the others are 
held as prisoners of war. 

In June an order returned the Jicarilla Apaches 
to their old reservation on the Colorado border. 
Gen. B. H. Grierson, the district commander, was 
ordered to remove all the bogus settlers and destroy 
all their improvements, at the same time protecting 
bona fide settlers. He reports that about fifty set- 
tlers were foreed to leave with about 20,000 head of 
cattle and 10,000 sheep. 





Dept. of Dakota.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger. 
A recent despatch from Pierre, concerning the 
Crow outbreak, says: ‘‘ While there is no trouble 
among the Indians on this side of the Crow Creek 
and Winnebago reservations, the Brule Indians are 
undoubtedly anxious to be wiped out. Thev are in- 
censed at the surveyors engaged iu allotting lands 
in severalty, and are mpe fora revolt. Within the 
past two days Brule bucks have been up among the 
River Sioux, trying to induce them to put ou 
the war paint,and war dances are being held all 
along the Red River. One firm io Pierre, Giecker 
and McClure, has received an order for 3, rounds 
of cartridges from white settlers in exposed places. 
It 1 an unusual order, and indicates fear of trouble. 
It is not generally believed that the Sioux will take 
part in any outbreak.”’

NAVAL EXERCISES AT NEWPORT. 

A PRACTICAL illustration of the aims and pur- 
poses of the Naval War Oollege was given last 
week in the torpedoattack upon the Atlanta and the 
subsequent landing upon Ooaster’s Harbor Island, 
of which last we publish this week a critical descrip- 
tion. It isto be regretted that accidents should 
have happened owing to defects in the ammuni- 
tion. Judging from this experienee,'as well as that 
of our neighbors across the water, there seems to be 
some difficulty in constructing blank cartridges that 
will perform as satisfactorily as those loaded with 
ball, Now that this defect has been brought home 
to us it is to be hoped that our naval ordnance peo- 
ple will be able to guard against the repetition of 
such casualties. At a meeting of the Naval Insti- 
tute Commander Davis, who commanded the de- 
fence; stated that in many instances the cartridge 
head was torn off, leaving fragments of the shell in 
the chamber. The next cartridge propelled these 
fragments with a force which only good luck pre- 
vented from being fatal. As it was, there were 
three casualties, one man receiving an ugly wound 
in the thigh. Furthermore, Commander Davis said 
the jamming of these broken shells soon rendered 
the rifles useless, so that the fire of the defence had 
to be suspended before the ammunition was ex- 
pended. The ship’sarmorer reported tv him that 
every rifle returned on board was disabled 1n this 
manner. Lieutenant Logan, of the Ossipee, rho 
commanded the artillery of the attack, said that 
owing to a defect in the ammunition, which pre- 
vented their proper feeding into the gun, the Gat- 
lings became jammed, and only 500 out of 4,000 
rounds could be fired. 

The discovery of these defects in the ammunition 
shows the wisdom of the course we have insisted 
upon bere of criticizing in advance, instead of 
waiting for the exigencies of active service to reveal 
our deficiencies. 

The attack upon the Atlanta has shown most con- 
clusively the weakness of the Navy for attack or 
defence. Here is our latest ship, costing a million of 
dollars, and hence presumably worth defending 
against all forms of attack, and her only means of 
defence against torpedoes are her Hotchkiss guns, 
two search lights, and a steel hawser rigged out from 
her side by means of yards, gaffs, etc. What pos- 
sible good would: this improvised fence have done 
had the attacking force consisted of such torpedo 
boats as are possessed by nearly every naval power 
except ourselves, of high speed and armed with 
auto-mobile torpedoes? Why is not the Atlanta 
provided, and why should not all our vessels be pro - 
vided with steel spars and wire nettings for defence 
against torpedoes? The device is one well known 
and well tried on the other side of the water, and 
has met with favor from naval officers of experi- 
ence. Isit because it is everybody's business, and 
bence nobody's, to look after this matter ? Does the 
Bureau of Ordnance think that it belongs to Oon- 
struction to provide the spars and to Equipment to 
procure the nettings? Do the other Bureaus think 
that Ordnance sbould provide everything defensive, 
as well as offensive, relating to torpedoes? Are we 
face to face with another illustration of the results 
of the present organization of the Navy Department? 
It would seem so. Surely something should be done, 
and somebody should do it, to provide these expen- 
sive craft with the best known means of defence 
against torpedoes. 

And what ‘‘a beggarly account of empty boxes ”’ 
was tho attacking force! Six steam launches and 
four pulling boats armed with spar torpedoes (each 
a bag of powder on the end of a pole), in these days 
of high-speed craft and auto-mobile torpedoes! It 
recalls the days of 1864 when torpedo warfare was 
in its infancy. For nearly a quarter of a century 
we have stood still and have allowed others to pre- 
cede us in the paths in which we were the pioneers, 
and in all this time -have done practically nothing 
except to increase our stock of theoretical knowl- 
edge on the subject. True, we have improved the 
explosive and the means for firing it, but that is 
about all that we have accomplished. It is no 
wonder that the Atlanta was victorious with such a 
puny force attacking her; but what would have been 
the result had she been assaile] by such a flotilla of 
real torpedo boats as were recently exercised in the 
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most undoubtedly, as was suggested by Lieutenant 
Meigs in the subsequent discussion at the War 
College. 

All exercises of this character are most useful, 
even if they take place with the poor tools with 
which our officers and men are obliged to work ; for 
they serve to bring forth a most creditable amount 
of exertion, and to lift the Service out of the rut of 
routine drills, which, as a rule, are of but compara- 
tively little use in preparation for actual warfare as 
it exists to-day. If the people at large shall by this 
means become aware of the defects which exist in 
our Navy, it is possible that there may be formed 
such a public opinion as will force Congress to go 
forward in the way which the Naval authorities 
have urged upon the legislative body. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Admiral Luce 
for the manner in which he has employed the force 
under his command and for the work which he has 
caused them to do. In particular the contest be- 
tween the cutters of the Galena and Richmond in 
ramming cannot but prove of great benefit to those 
who were the actors and spectators of the scene. 
We would suggest to the Admiral that it might be 
feasible to induce the owners of some of the private 
yachts, of which we gave a list week before last, to 
put them at his disposal for a repetition of the at- 
tack in which the Atlanta had so much the advan- 
tage. It would be interesting to see what would be 
the result of an attack from vessels having a speed 
somewhat more nearly approaching that of the 
modern torpedo boat. 








_ From Washington we have the interesting infor- 
mation that ‘‘one of the 10-inc* rifles intended for the 
monitor Miantonomoh has been completed at the 
Ordnance Yard, and has been shipped to Annapolis, 
where it will be subjected to the statutory tests as 
soon as practicable.” We do not learn whether the 
10-inch gun referred to is one of the two which, as 
the result of an inspection several months since, 
were found to be partially or wholly unfitted for 
use : the one from an accident to the cast-iron 
head of the rifling bar which recoiled in scoring the 
powder chamber, the other from an ercor in chasing 
the threads in the breech mechanism, whereby the 
gun was put hors du combat until either new breech 
plug could be chased, or a new gun made. If 
either of these two rifled breech-loading guns is 
found to be in a condition to be mounted on one of 
our finest war vessels for actual service, it will be a 
noteworthy instance of success in transforming dis- 
abled cannon into available weapons. The Chief 
of Naval Ordnance has been quoted as authority for 
the statement that the score cut in one of these 
guns, while pecessitating an increase in the diam- 
eter of the powder chamber and a corresponding de- 
crease in the thickness of metal surrounding it, in 
no wise affected either the strength or eficiency of 
the piece ; so it follows that in the original gun a 
greater thickness of metal was used than is re- 
quired—a discovery which may be of use in the man- 
ufacture of future ordnance. The statement cred. 
ited to Commo. Sicard must have been incorrectly 
reported, for it asserted that the scoring was one- 
twentieth of an inch, and that the enlargement of 
the bore would be the same. It is obvious that it 
would be just double the depth of the scoring. 
Would it not be advisable to make some authentic 
statement of the exact condition of the gun re- 
ferred to? Assoon as the 10-inch gum at Anna- 
polis is mounted, the samples of powder furnished 
specially for the purpose by the Dupont Works will 
be tried and when a proper grade is established, the 
Statutory tests will follow, some of the shots being 
fired at the target built by Chief Engineer Clark, 
U. 8. Navy, retired, to test hie system of deflective 
armor.

A REARRANGEMENT of the clerical force and office 
rooms of the Naval Bureau of Provisions and Cloth- 
ing has taken place this week as a result of the plan 
to divide the work of the Bureau into divisions. 
Order is thus brought out of chaos, and the business 
of the office is already being despatched with ease 
and celerity. The folding doors dividing the offices 
of the Bureau have been thrown wide open, so as to 
transform them inte one large oEce. This is di 


Yided into three divisions. The most! important of 


the three is known as the Division of Accounts and 
Audit, and has Pay Director Billings as the head. 
The clerks of this division are Messrs. Olarke, Sar- 
geant, Shock, Doe, Quinn, Heath, Olark, Evans, 
with eight others yet to be detailed. There will be 
three sub divisions under Pay Director Billings, 
each in charge of a clerk, one for examination of 
storekeepers’ returns, another for ships’ returns, 
and the third on requisitions, appropriations, etc. 
The second division, to be known as the Division of 
Purchases and Supplies, will be in charge of Pay- 
master Stancliff, with Messrs. Patterson, Barring- 
ton, Brace and Wells as clerks. The third division 
will be presided over by Mr. Bell, the chief clerk of 
the Bureau, with Messrs. Kingsley, Lucas and 
Bromwell as clerks. 








Tae Board, Chief Clerk Fletcher, of the Bureau 
ot Equipment and Recruiting, President, now sit 
ting at the Navy Department, is not only endeavor- 
ing to ascertain the total expenditures of the sev- 
eral bureaus for the past twenty years, as already 
stated, but it is examining the vouchers paid dur- 
ing that time in detail, with the view to comparing 
the prices paid for the more important articles with 
the market prices prevailing at the time the pur- 
chases were made. The object of this compilation 
is a subject of considerable speculation among offi- 
cials and clerks of the Depariment, there being 
some suspicion that the Secretary has received hints 
of irregularities and is endeavoring to fix the re- 
sponsibility for them. Whatever may be the ob- 
ject, the quiet manner in which the board has been 
carrying on its work, has created no end of gossip 
and a feeling of anxiety among some of the bureau 
officials. 





THE artillery council after an exhaustive consid- 
eration of measures and suggestions tending to the 
professional advancement of the artillery arm of 
the Service, adjourned early in the week, and the 
members left New York for their several 
posts. Before leaving tiey paid a visit on Monday 
to Sandy Hook to witness the firing of the new steel 
8-inch breach loading rifle, which Colonel Morde- 
,cai of the Ordnance Corps has been testing there, 
and on Taesday they witnessed some dynamite ex- 
periments by Lieut. Zalinski. The members of the 
Board, it is understood, have each taken sub-divis- 
ions of the subjects deliberated on, and will, at an 
early date, resolve them into one harmonious 
whole. 








Two or the vacancies on the Army limited re- 
tired list have been filled, as we predicted, by the 
retirement of Colonel Wm. B. Royail, 4th Cavalry, 
and Captain John 8. McNaught, 20th Infantry. The 
vacancy caused by the death of Captain Herman 
Biggs has not yet been filled. The name of Captain 
O. M. De Lany, 15th Infantry, is spoken of in con- 
nection with it. He is one of the Infantry officers 
recommended for retirement by General Sheridan 
some days ago. Oolonel Royall served in the Mexi- 
can War as an officer of Volunteers and in 1855 was 
appointed ist Lieutenant, 2d U. 8S. Cavalry, and at- 
tained the grade of Colonel in 1882. During the 
War he received the brevets of Major, Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Oolonel for gallantry at Hanover Oourt 
House and Old Church and for arduous aod faith- 
ful services. The promotions caused by his retire- 
ment are reported elsewhere. 








AS THE time approaches for the final completion 
of the west and centre wings of the State, War, and 
Navy Department Building, the greater becomes 
the scramble by the outside bureaus of the War De- 
partment for the pick of the office rooms. The 
Secretary of War has made no promises yet and 
says he will not until he has had time to consider 
just how the space can be utilized to the best ad- 
vantage. His owa office will be moved to the second 
floor of east wing in quarters being specially fitted 
up for the head of the Department, aad it is proba- 
ble that all the heads of bureaus will be located on 
the same floor, if not in the same wing with him. 
The question, however, that bothers the Secretary 
the most 1s not so much‘as to who shall have certain 
rooms as to how to sccommodate all the officers that 
the law requires shall be moved into the building. 
An estimate of the space_available and the persons 
and things to be put intoit shows that there will 
need to be considerable dove-tailing to accommo. 
date all the bureaus. Anticipating the crowded 
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condition of the building, the Paymaster-General 
has asked that Congress be urged to repeal that por- 
tion of the law requiring bis office to move into the 
new building, and that he be allowed to contioue in 
the present quarters, which cost a nominal rent, and 
which are very convenient to the War Department 


proper. 


SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR LAMAR is reported to 
have expressed some surprise at the general ignor- 
ance of the terms of the Allotment act existing in 
the Territories and among Army officers. An im- 
pression seems to prevail that the bill upon ite pas- 
sage made citizens of the [ndians everywhere, and 
therefore amenable to civil process. The bill be- 
stows citizenship upon the Indians only after they 
have been allotted lands and have accepted the al- 
lotment. Until then they are not liable to civil 
process when on their reservation, and cannot be 
arrested by the civil authority. Under the law 
passed March &, 1885, however, they can be arrested 
when breaking the laws of a State or Territory by 
the civil authorities when off their reservation, as 
Colorow was. The Crows not having their lands in 
severalty, and being on their reservation, cannot be 
taken by civil process. 














Tue Volunteer Medical Association and Emer- 
gency Corps, of Philadelphia, has almost perfected 
its organization. Medical Director C. J. Cleborne, 
U. 8. Navy, who is a most capable organizer, and 
whose experience of the volunteer surgical corps of 
Berlin, London and Vienna, gained in years of 
travelled study, has proved invaluable in this affair, 
has been secured as the president and active official 
head of the association. Its president must be, un- 
der existing regulations, an officer of either the 
United States Army or the United States Navy. The 
membership consists of 69 active members and about 
40 honorary members.

THE NAVAL BRIGADE, 


Ar the last meeting of the branch of the U. S. Na- 
val Institute at Newport the meeting was called to 
order by Comdr. Goodrich, Vice President,‘and Rear 
Adml. Luce invited te preside. The subject for dis 
eussion was the paper of Lieut. Chas. T. Hutchins, 
the Enstitute’s prize essay for 1887, on ‘* The Naval 
Brigade; its Organization, Equipment, aud Tac- 
tics.” It considers briefly the subjects of the em- 
barkation and disembarkation of the force; equip- 
ment; making camp, in presence of the enemy and 
otherwise; camp routime; the throwing up of for 
tifications; street figh‘ing; bivouac and retreat; 
providing for emergencie3, such as shallow water 
and surprises ofall natures. [llustrationsare drawn 
from re2ent examples, the Ashautee War, the En- 
glish attack on Alexandria, and our experiences 
during the Pittsburg labor riots and on the Isthmus. 
Comdr. Hoff, who opened the discussion, and Lieut. 
Dillinghaw, whe followed bim,<criticized the me- 
thod of landing proposed; the first:proy-osed a group- 
ing of the boats, instead of having tbem abreast, 
and the latter arguing that no ‘satisfactory rules 
can be Jaid down in advance for a landing which 
was sure to be opposed. Organization should pre- 
cede the landing as it could not be perfected under 
fire, and the position on shore should be at once at- 
tained and maiviained, 

Qomdr. Hoff favored the platoon system of or- 
ganization not only on shore but on shipboard. He 
thouebt that all evolutiovs shoul be developed in 
fours. If the action was to take place near the land- 
ing place, then no stores should be landed until a 
good position was gained. ‘No tactics were advis- 
able.” The naval brigade should not be landed ex- 
cent prepared for action and with some problem to 
solve. The men should be commanded by those whe 
were in the custom of commanding them—the com 

any should consist of an ordinary sbip’s division.

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THF NAVY OF THE UNITED STATES. 


AT the banquet of the Veterans of the Mexican 
War, beld at Pioneer Hall, Sap Francisco, on the 
40th anviversary of the entrance of the Americau 
Army into the City of Mexico, Commo. George E. 
Belknap, U. 8. N., in responding to the toast, “ The 
Navy,” said: 

The early colonists of our country, inberiting the 
dauntless spirit of their Viking ancestry took to 
water as Datural as young aquatic fowl. The long 
Atlantic coast line from New Evglard to Georgia, 
indented with numerous bays and inlets, and pene- 
trated by many noble rivers, naturally invited 
travel and traffic, by sea and river, and fostered a 
large sea-faring population. This, combined with 
commercial intercourse with their Canadian neigb- 
bors, constant exchange of products with the West 
Indies ; the perils and profits of the fisheries: tire- 
less industry of the venturesome whalers, and indom- 
itable pluck of other merchant craft ef every ng 
and description, ever seeking new and more remote 
channels of trade, developed and raised up. a class 
of seamen the equals of any the world ever saw. 
Brave, bardy, vigorous, intelligent, skilful, God- 
fearmg, versatile men, who could turd their hands 
to almost any pursuit and succeed. 

From such source the infant Navy grew, ia revol- 
utionary days, its material and inspiration, aud in 
1779 John Paul Jones in the Bon Homme Richard, 
by bis desperate and victorious fight with the Eng- 
lish frigate Serapis off Flamborough Head, gave 
notice to the world that a Lew naval power had 
been born upon the ocean and christened with the 
blood of Liberty. Upon the conclusion of the Re- 
velutionary War this new power, aided by numer- 
ous privateers, had capturea some 800 prizes from 
the enemy. 

Near the close of the century when, owing to de- 
predations of the French upon our commerce aud 
insolent treatment of our Fovoys by the Directory, 
Congress authorized reprisals upon the marine of 
France, Commodore Truxtuo, in the Constellation, 
met and captured the Freuch frigates L'Insurgente 
and La Vengeance, and many French mercbantmen 
were seized and condemned. Later on the Barbary 
Powers were taken in hand and aftera series of 
operations— more or less vigorously and successfully 
prosecuted—during a period of years by the squad- 
rons under the command of Commodores le, 
Morris, Rodgers, Preble, Barron and Decatur—these 
Infidel principalities were finally humbled and made 
to renounce the tribute they had heretofore exacted 
from the Christian powers. Tbe last naval man to 
deal with these pirates with old-fashioned naval 
diplomacy was Commodore Decatur, who conducted 
his pegot'ations with the Dey of Algiers on the 
quarter-deck of his flagship. The Dey begaed that 
ibe tribute miybt continue “If only a little powder 
for form’s sake ’’—Decatur replied, “If you insist 
upoa receiving powder as tribute you must expect 
to receive balls with it!*’ That settled it, and I may 
sayin general terms that the readiest way to un- 
ravel stubborn diplomatic problems is this forceful 
method of powder and ball—your best ambassador 
at times is a man-of- war, and for such diplomacy of 
Cromwellian or Perry type, this country ought at 
all times to be prepared—for preparedness is the 
surest guarantee of peace and the best conservator 
of national honor. 

From the days wheu Great Britain had been com- 
pelled to acknowledge our independence she had 
chafed uader the loss of her hest colonies, and re- 
sented with growing heat the increasing rivalry of 
our merchant-marine, aod now, through tbe cul- 
mination of her arrogance in seizing our merchant- 
mep, upon one pretext or another, upon the high 
seas, aud impressing our seameu whevever found, 
even to the invasion of the iil-fated and unready 
frigate Chesapeake, besides other intolerable aggres- 
sions, the war of 1812-15 drew nigh. Ac this juncture 
the strength of the Brituush navy was overwhelming. 
it consisted of more than a 1,000 vessels manned by 
140,000 men, thoroughly trained and disciplined— 
fresh from the frequent contests of the Napoleonic 
wars, flushed with the conscious power of constant 
victory over the navies of France, Spain and Den- 
mark. To yous tbis force our Navy could only 
countin the beginning upon 17 vessels, 9 of wh 
were corvettes and brigs, and some worthless gun- 
boats, manned by a few thousand men whose ex- 
perience in war had been slight in comparison with 
‘bat of their coming antagonists, though their apti- 
tude for the sea and eral ability as seamen and 
men-of-war’s men had no superior in any mariue. 
The Government pro to lay these few ships up 
out of harm's way, but Commodores Stewart and 
Bainbridge by their urgent resentations per- 
suaded the President that the little navy wuuld 
take good care of itself if only aiven a chance. 

Stewart and Bainb and other officers had 
Met many of the English shipsin their crunsings, 
and personally knowing their Captains and the cha- 
racter of their commands, félt convinced in their 
own minds, that ‘ship for ship, the chances in the 
game of war would be equal. They doubtless also 
reasoned thut what an Euglishman can do well an 
American can do better. The gallant erews of our 


cruisers were equally confident and equally eager 
to meet the enemy. On board the old ution

of guy memory, the men said “ Let 
deck look out for the colors and we will look out 
for the guns.”” Spirited words: soon made good by 
the capture of two of the enemy's frigates and two! 
sloops-of-war by that noble vessel—the same the 
British officers had held up to ridicule as ** A bunch 
of pine boards sailing under a bit of striped bunt- 
ing.” The war n—the first six months continual 
disaster befel our land forces, but in six successive 
encounters with the enemy at sea our ships were the 
victors, and at the close of the war in 1815 the little 
Navy had won imperishable renown. Though not 
always successful our noble service had made a bril- 
liant record—a record that astonished their Britis’ 
foe—gratified the Continental powers and electri 
our Own people. There were some defeats and d 
asters, but the victories largely preponderated. lo 
the fleet actions on Lakes Erie and Champlain our 
success had been overwhelming, and the English 
had been taught a naval lesson, both on salt and 
fresh water, they have not forgotten to this day. 
F ln the war with Mexico the Navy bad no sjmilar 
orce to meet, but 1t did good ce in mB88 
the important points.of the cvast line, and landed :

It also established a very! of heavy Navy guns on 
shore at the siege of that city and assisted materially 
in the reduction of Fort San Juana de U lioa. 

Tbe Marine battalion also shared with you all the 
glories and perils of the march and battle of that 
splendid campaign from the sea to the Mexican 
capital—a campaign the Duke of Wellingtou is said 
to have declared to have been planned without fault 
and prosecuted without mistake. Nor you nor the 
couutry may forget that more {than a year before 
your triumphal entry into the City of Mexico, the 
Navy had possessed the seaboard towns of this glo- 
rious Califormia, the most beneficent of all the ac- 
quisitions of the war, whose cherished memories 
you celebrate to-night, 

The Navy, too, inaugurated the first governments 
under the flag on this coast, Lieutenant Bartlett of 
the Navy being first Awerican Alcalde of this town, 
1946, then a series of sand bills, wild drifting, un- 
promising; giving no mgn-of its marvellous growth 
and splendid destiny. 

Coming down to rebellion days a recital of the 
Navy’s purt in dealing with that upheaval of. civil 
war seems bardly vecessary, but the annals of no 
country can show more brilliant victories than the 
passe of the forts below New Orleans and the 

pattle of Mobile bay: nor any incident of naval 
warfare iv the chronicles of time, present a theme 
of more dramatic apd inspiring ivterest than the 
figure of the heroic Farragut, standing high up io 
the main rigging of the ener holding on to the 
futtock shrouds, as he guid the fleet to victory 
through the torpedo-strewn channel leading past 
Fort Morgan. It was on that occasion, too, that 
brave Craven of the Tecumseh, when that monitor 
was blown up by a torpedo, did an act of grace and 
quiet heroism that lights his name with a ray of im- 
mortality. As the ship reeled to ths torpedo stroke 
the pilot and himself made for the scuttle leading 
from the pilot tower to the turret below, but Craven 
suddenly drawing back said, with a gracious wave 
of his hand, “After you pilot!” here was no 
‘after’ for bim, for, said the pilot, * The bottom 
seemed to drop from under meas I clambered out

let me close this recital by reminding you that glori 
ous as has been the record of the Navy in war, its 
achievements in peace have been no less couspicuous 
nor of less benefit to the nation and to mankind. 

In astronomical work and discovery; geograpbic 
exploration and investigation of the physics of the 
sea; extended ocean surveys and cartography; de- 
velopment of the profiles of the ocean bed and the 
laying of submarine cables; inventive genius and 
appliance and origional methods of scientific re- 
search, diplomacy and literature, the Navy has won 
a distinction second to that of no other service. But 
iu pursuing these arts of peace this noble service 
for the past quarter of a century bas been allowed 
to drift behind other services in the type of its ships 
and the power of its ordnance, but the awakening 
seems to have come at last, and we may now hope 
soon to recever our lost ground. Our Naval Ord 
nance Bureau is now turoing out steel rifled guns of 
great power, the equal, for their calibre, of any yet 
fabricated in Europe. We also have some sbips un- 
der way that will be able to meet any enemy on 
equal terms and not discount the result.

DYNAMITE EXPERIMENTS. 


Mr. B. D. Stevens, who bas been experimenting 
for some time past with dynamite, guve a practical 
illustration, Oct. 11, at the State Arsenal, Mont- 
pelier, Vt., of what can be done in the way of firing 
dypumite shells from ordinary field artillery. Among 
those present were Gov. Ormsbee, Adjt.-Ger. Peck, 
Gen. Wells, Capt. Ogden B. Read and Lieut. Host, 
llth U. 8. Inf., Lieut. Cummins, 2d U. 8. Art., Gen. 
Greenleaf, Capt. William Smith, and Capt. Forbes 
of the National Guard, Major Wetmore and Major 
Webb of New York, Dr. L. M. Bingham, Col. Brookes, 
Col. Crombie, Capt. R..B. Stearns, C. R. Hayward, 
Esq:, B. J. Derby, Esq., H. 5. Peok, Esq., G. G. Bene- 
dict, Lieut.-Gov. Fuller, Q. M. Gen. Gillmore, Lieut. 
E. H. Catlin, 2d U. 8S. Art., and others. 

The piece used was a 12-pounder brass Napoleon. 
The firing took place at the State Arsenal. About 
100 yards from the gun atarget of two inch plank 
had been erected, in order to show that shells loaded 
with dynamite by Mr. Stevens's process would not 
be exploded by passing through such a structure. 
The shells were common spherical ease, from which 
thepowder had been extracted and its place sup- 
ane by a charge of half a pound of dynamite (con.- 

ini 35 per cent. of nitro-glycerive), with time 
fuse. The shells were fired with the usual service 
cbarge of two and a balf pounds of powder. Five 
shells were fired: No. 1 exploded in the air about 
350 yards from the gun. No. 2 exploded in air about 
200 ate from guu. No.3 passed through the target 
and exploded about 300 yards beyond it. No». 4, 
aimed by Lieut. Hoyt, U. S. A., at a stone wall some 
500 yards distant, struck the wall, and exploded just 
some of the stones forward and 
blowing others . No.6 struck the billside near 
the stone wall and ricocbetted into some woods be- 
yond, und went into the ground and exploded there.

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THE STATE TROOPS.

INTERNATIONAL MILITARY ENCAMPMENT. 
CAMP SHERIDAN, CHICAGO, Oct. 18, 1887. 

THE most significant fact in connection with the 
competitions at the Internationa! Military En Pp 
went at Chicago is that the State of Wisconsi t 
ried off first honors in Covalry. Artillery and Ip 
try. Five first prizes are her trophies; the Mil- 
waukee Light Squadron beating the beautiful City 
Troop of Cleveland, the Milwaukee Battery distan- 
cing all competitors in mounted drill, and winning 
both first and second prizes in the school of thy sec- 
tion; the Milwaukee trumpet corps. defeating all 
competitors, and, most sorprising of all, Co. G, ad 
Wisconsin infavtry coming down from the lumber 
districts and in their neat Regular Army uniform 
sweeping a field that comprised such famous com- 
mands as the Toledo Cadets, who were hot favorites 
for first place at Washington and “sure winners” in 
popular estimate bere. 

Vbe judges were Cols. Conrad, 22d Infantry; Jor- 
dau, 19th Infantry, and Lyster, 6ti Infantry; Capt. 
Rodaey and Lieuts. Howe aud Leary, 4th Artillery; 
Capt. Carr, let Vavairy; Lieut. Almy, 5th, and Lieut. 
seott, Jet Cavalry. The two cavalry troops —T 
ustonisbed the Reaulars witn the excellence of their 
drill, and they haroly knew which to admire the 
most—the dash and élan of the Clevelanders, with 
their thoroughbred Kentucky borses and beautiful 
uniforms an uipwents, or the discipline and pro- 
cision of the Milwaukeeans. The scores were phe- 
nomenally bigh. both troops making over 99 out of 
the maxi'num 100. 

It was a sight to see the Regulars bidding good-bye 
to the Milwaukee troop oo Sunday worning, Carr's 
bronzed troopers followed them to the train. cheer- 
ing them to the echo, and, — their popular 
and soldierly captain, rode him in triumph around 
the race track.

In the first case the column should not exceed 36 ki- 
lometres in length, nor take a longer time than 9 
hours for its defilement, (mathematically, 9 hours, 13 
mins., and 2 secs.;) in the second case, these figures 
are 24 kilometres and 6 hours. These data do not com- 
prise, however: First, the cavalry brigade, usually 
accom panied by a battery of horse artillery, at 
least half a day’s narch infladvance of the main col- 
umn; second, the admipistraiive convoys io several 
echelons, of which the first, at from 10 to 15 kilome- 
tres in rear of the column. 13 rej uired to force its 
march aud rejoin the troops in the evening, or, st 
latest, next morning, so as to reprovision if neces- 
sary the regimental trairs; third, the artillery park, 
4 kilometres in length and from one to two days’ 
march in rear. 

“From the above data it must be apparent, even 
to civilians, that the preservation of regularity of 
march is a point of capital impertance, in order to 
avoid those stoppages and shocks which appear to 
be almost inevitable in long columns. And this has 
been accomplished by tbe adoption of a few simple 
— which, applied for the first time on so large a 
seale at the receot experiment, have answered every 
expectation. These rules are: First, the division 
of the column into unities of march, that is, into 
groups at such distance from each other as to be 
independent of the shocks or stoppages of pre- 


each group, and de 
march, its length, the condition of the roads, and 
the numerical strength of the groups; second, the 
haltes horaires, in virtue of which every unity of 
march halts at certain prescribed hours, and those 
elements which have lost their distances and regain 
them, so that the total length of the column remains 
invariable, and the fatigue and annoyance exveri- 
enced by the rear of columns in regainiug d‘stances 
is avoided ; third, the principle of initial points, that 
is, points upon the route to. be followed, at which 
all the sucvessive unities enter the column, aad 
which are so chosen that each unity may reach its 
place by the shortest line under the direction of its 
respective chief at the precive prescribed moment. 
The general order regulating every march indicates 
the mitial points, the moment for each unity to be at 
its point, the relative positions of the unities in col- 
umn, the distances by which they areseparated, the 
velocity of the march, the haltes horaires and the 
precautions to be observed to protect the column 
against surprise.
